EQUALITY  OP  TAXATION. 

We  endeavored  to  set  forth  clearly  our 
matures!  thoughts  upon  the  assessment 
question:  It  is  gratifying  to  hsar  daily 
approvals  of  our  articles  from  those  whose 
opinion*  are  most  entitled  to  respect.  But 
we  are  not  disappointed  that  some  differ 
from  our  position — tbey  so  doubt  honestly 
differ.  Not  ao  much  because  of  fixed  con¬ 
ditions,  as  from  the  habit  of  acquiescence 
in  tbs  practice  and  routine  that  has  been 
long  observed  and  an  unwillingness  to  be 
agitated  by  thought  and  care  of  new  meth¬ 
ods.  They  do  not  realise  that  the  present 
status  of  society  and  of  town  'interests  ia 
very  different  from  that  which  existed  here 
when  these  two  towns  of  Bloomfield  and 
Montclair  formed  on*  community,  with  leaa 
than  a  fourth  of  tha  population  which  now 
enliven*  our  hills  and  plaint. 

Land*  that  now  command  readily  $9,009 
an  acre  told  but  a  few  years  ago  for  $390. 
Now  there  era  scores  of  residences  that 
cost  $10  to  $30,000  a  piece  to  erect  them 
where  there  was  one  in  those  former  time*. 
Every  thing  ia  greatly  changed— the  ent¬ 
reat  of  progress  and  improvement  baa  swel¬ 
led  and  oversowed,  sweeping  along  our 
population  all  who  would  avoid  being  sub 
merged  and  drowned.  An  entire  new  as 
pect  of  things  exist*.  Graded  streets  and 
■olid  road*  are  required.  Weil  laid  side 
walks  and  street  lamp*  are  indispensable. 
Sanitary  measures  and  personal  protection 
against  roughs  and  rowdies  are  b*gining  to 
be  deemed  of  vital  importance.  All  these 
things  involve  much  expense  and  excite 
tha  most  natural  inquiries  how  best  to  econ¬ 
omise  expenses  both  in  private  matters  sad 
in  town  affairs. 

Thus  a  critical  and  careful  examination 
of  the  dr  alts  upon  tha  exchequer  takes 
place,  and  a  comparison  among  taxpayer* 
is  reasonable  and  j  oat. 

Tbe  Aiaeaaor,  aaya,  he  take*  for  hts  basis 
of  valuation,  what  tbe  property  would 
bn ng  a ndar  fortad  tala.  Another  put*  it, 
what  a  capitalist  would  be  willing  and  at¬ 
tracted  to  pay  for  tbe  property  at  mm  «w- 
tmtmanl  Probably  these  two  teats 
amount  to  about  the  same  thing,  and  me<  t 
the  necessities  of  the  case  very  well.  The 
only  difficulty  ia  in  applying  the  principle. 

In  passing  through  the  riling*  tbe  assess¬ 
or  quite  readily  determine*  with  sufficient 
nearness  what  thla,  or  that  house  would 
bring  under  the  hammer,  but  when  he 
come*  to  a  30,  10  or  40  acre  lot  he  is  apt  to 
change  his  base,  and  begins  to  consider 
sot  what  it  would  bring  in  dollars  under 
the  magio  uf  the  auctieneer’s  wand,  but 
what  would  it  yield  in  bushels  or  hundred 
weight,  In  response  to  the  spade  and  the 
scythe  of  toe  gentleman  proprietor.  Con¬ 
sequently  the  house  and  lot  valuation  as 
basis  of  taxation  ia  about  90  per  oast,  or 
ooe  half  what  it  would  bring  under 
forced  sale,  but  the  many  acru  plot  la  val 
ued  at  about  II  to  90  per  cent  or  one  fifth 
what  il  would  bring  under  pressure  of  sale 
in  large  quantity.  These  are  not  oonjectu 
rsl  cus  T ;  the  ammunr*a  boofta  for  the  leaf 
few  years  will  furnish  constant  instances 
of  this  very  thing.  Thus  making  the  poor 
man  pay  tax  on  ana  Kalf  valuation  and  the 
rich  aaly  an  tma/l/lk  valuation  of  hi*  prop 
Vty.  It  i*  this  evident  inequality  which 
w*  are  aeeking  to  ovurunms.  W#  want 
equality  Under  the  Inwand  before  the  lew 
for  all  claases  of  citixena,  without  respect 
to  the  color  oi  the  skin  or  tks  depth  of  hi* 
purse.

Pleasant  weather  and  settled  road*  in 
dined  ua  to  an  hour's  walk  through  Bloom 
(Lid,  West-cud.  Passing  from  tbe  Centre 
through  Glenwood  Avenue  to  Linden 
Avenue,  w*  then  began  a  gradual  aacent. 
Tbe  8  W.  corner  of  these  two  Aventu-s 
present*  s  pait  of  twin  bouses,  nest  and 
cosy  in  appearance,  built  by  C.  W.  Pow¬ 
er*. 

Reaching  Thom**  Street  w*  pause  a  mo 
meat  before  Mr.  Evelend's  residence  to  ad¬ 
mire  bis  beautiful  Conservatory  of  choice 
and  fragrant  Bower*.  Opposite  Breland's, 
on  ths  8.  E.  Coiner  of  Thomas  Street,  are 
two  houses  of  Mr.  N.  B.  Adams,  the  one 
being  occupied  fur  bis  own  residence. 

Crossing  Thomas  Street  we  find  cn  tbe 
South  aide  two  small  houses  <>n#  rented  by 
Mr.  Laing,  tbe  other  by  Mr.  Elverson.  We 
then  peas  a  considerable  space  of  unim¬ 
proved  property  on  both  aides  of  Linden 
Avenue.  Most  of  this,  we  understand, 
belong*  to  parties  who  are  either  ignorant 
of,  or  indifferent  to,  tbe  deleterious  effect* 
upon  health,  comfort  end  prosperity  of  the 
neighborhood,  or  they  would  not  suffer 
these  drowned  lands  and  stagnant  pools  to 
present  tbe  unsightly  and  offensive  appear 
ance  tbey  do,  when  it  is  very  obvious  that 
at  small  coat,  properly  directed,  tbey  would 
be  effectually  drained,  doubling  their  com¬ 
mercial  value  and  entitling  their  •  •wner*  to 
the  thanks  of  mothers  and  children  net  a 
few.  It  may  be  that  they  are  owned. by 
non-residents.  If  any  one  knows  their  ad¬ 
dress  and  will  leave  it  with  ua.  we  will 
mail  them  each  s  copy  of  the  Gaxktti. 
believing  they  will  correct  that  tore  evil 
before  an  unenviable  notoriety  it  given  to 
it  through  our  columns. 

Continuing  up  Linden  Avenue  we  next 
pass  successively  on  the  left  or  South  side, 
the  residences  of  Mr.  Laing  (owner),  Mr 
Elli*.  (owner),  and  Mr.  Hsydock,  Mr.  Me 
Intoah,  Mr.  H parti  and  Mr  Robert  Prele, 
(owner)  and  Mr.  Frank  Bliss.

We  have  now  reached  Midland  Avenue, 
a  beautiful  street,  running  from  Washing 
ton  Avenue  South  to  Dodd  Town  and 
East  Orange. 

Continuing  our  walk,  we  turn  the  cor 
uer  into  Midland  Avenue  and  peas  the  five 
modvat  but  pretty  and  homelike  residence* 
of  C.  W.  MeLellan,  Geo.  Rou  baud.  Nathan

work. 

Petition  received  to  detail  a  Special

Petition  granted. 

Petition  received  complaining  of  over¬ 
flow  from  certain  cesspool*  on  Mountain 
Avenue  as  being  a  nuisance  to  dwellers  on 
Hillside  avenue.
